Estimates to be mailed out are 
preliminary figures, prepared by a 
housing expert for GVHC, accord- 
ing to the Board of Directors, and 
may be subject to adjustment, The 
Board stated that they are wortk- 
ing to shave costg -further. They 
took action Monday to obtain ad- 
ditional cxpert opinion on operat- 
ing-budgct estimates. 

Plans To Renegotiate 

Also, tthe Board ig planning to 
renegotiate the selling price of 
Greenbelt with Public Housing 
Administration with a view ta re- 
Cucing the cost to the prospective 
hameowners.

Making the point that the City 
tax payments included in the 
monthly charges are an asseas- 
ment by the City Council and not 
a charge made by the housing cor- 
poration, the Board voted to mail 
thhe tax bill on a seperate state- 
ment to cach homes wher.

Board member Tom Ritchie re- 
ported that his efforts to obtain 
effice space for the corporation 
from PHA Manager Alex Johnson 
met with no success. He tried to 
rent space in a vacant office in the 
medical center but was flatly turn- 
ed down by the PHIA official, ac- 
cording to his repart. Two rea- 
sons given for the refusal to rent 
were lack of adequate parking fa- 
cilities in the area and the desire 
en the part of PHA to retail the 
space for professional use, 

Ritchie stated that Johnson of- 
fered to let GVHC have space un- 
derneath the firchouse. President 
Mike Salzman said that Johnson 
offered the same space to him, de- 
spite the fact that this espace is 
under the jurisdiction of the city 
of Greenbelt and is not PHA's to 
give. Ritchie further reported 
that the space under the firehouse 
is entirely ungultable, 
among other disadvantages = it 
lacks a telephone, proper ventila- 
tion and lighting, or adequate Soor 
apace.

The members 
of the Board of Directors and GCS 
persennel must remember this, 
since for the latter this organi- 
zaticn concerns their livelihocd, 
and the former are chosen to rep- 
reser.t the members in the control 
and management of the stores 
and gther services. 


As one step toward improving - 


the relationship between the man- 
agement ‘directors and managers) 
and the members, I suggest a 
monthly newsletter, sent to all 
members, containing information 
about various aspects of our op- 
erations, both in Greenbelt and 
Takoma Park, showing what at- 
tempts are being made to improve 
services and providing a forum 
for criticisms, commendations, 
and suggestions from the mem- 
bers.

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The day was Wednesday, March 5th, and the time was shorily before 
supper.

As soon as Jack drove in the court and was in 
the house they started the meai. Nancy, Jack’s wife had planned it early just 
so. the two of them could get down to the Co-op Annual Meeting early. In 
the past, neither of them got to meetings on time but Jack felt himself lucky 
today. ‘There were going to be some door prizes, and a bag of groceries as some 
sort of promptness prize for those who got there early. 


No meal, however, with four kids, goes either quickly or quietly even 
when all four mouths are full. They barely picked up the napkins when the 
questions began to flow. First, ““Where are you going tonight, Pop?" “To the 
Co-op Annual Meeting,’ replied Jack in between mouthfulls of spinach, bread 
and potatoes. “But why,’ came the next question from John, the 12 year old. 
Jack wiped his mouth before beginning that one “Well,”’ he said, “Because” —- 
and his voice trailed off in a glass of milk. ‘Now that’s no answer,” said little 
‘Nancy. There was a longer pause as Jack took a piece of bread, ran it around 
the surface of his plate to get all the gravy and then put it into his mouth. Then 
he answered. . : 


“You see, a Co-op is a different sort of business becziuse it belongs to us. 
That’s what a Co-op is, a people’s business, and because it belongs to us, and 
the people next door and the people next door to them, we all have a stake in 
it. Our stake is growing all the time, in fact. Five years ago I purchased 
one share of stock but now by letting our patronage refunds accumulate to- 
-ward additional shares, we own close to $200 worth. Now one of the reasons 
we go is to hear how the business made out. The board, and the president, and 
the general manager will all be there to tell us how the business has faired. 
Then when the business session is over, and we have voted on by-law changes, 
we can ask ask questions about the operations.” 


“Since this is our business, we must also help to run it by electing 2 
board of directors. These are the people who have helped build the business 
to where it stands today and they are the ones who will help guide it in the fu- 
ture. Tonight we will vote for the man who lives across the court from us. 
In fact, your mother and I helped nominate him. He represents our interests 
as consumers and has good sound business judgement. If we are to elect this 
representative, our vote is important.” 


Jack could Have gonc on further except his eye caught sight of the clock 
on the wall. The meeting being held in the Greenbelt Theatre would be start- 
ing in just 15 minutes, and only a second before the baby sitter had come. They 
had their coais on when little Nancy delayed them a second longer. ‘‘Daddy,”’ 
she said, “When can I go to one of these meetings?’ There was a sparkle in 
her father’s eye as he picked up the little girl. gave her a big kiss and said, 
“We will buy an extra share for you, and next year you too can come." 


As the car door slammed, John called out his parting question. “Hey 
Pop, you going to win that bag of groceries?” “I will wake you up if I do," 
Jack shouted back and the car disappeared down the road.
